The written and unwritten history of the great West 
teems with the adventures of hundreds of true knights 
of the plains, whose 6x ploits will be recorded and ex- 
aggerated a century hence, until the story will rank 
with the doings of the mailed followers of Richard 
Coeur de Lion and other glittering defenders of faith, 
No wearer of a fair lady’s colors in the days of chiv- 
alry ever displayed more true courage or did more 
covertly acts that are truthfully recorded of the quick, 
full grown fighter of the Western States, 

The “bad man” must not be taken literally, as the 
name was, in the early fifties, by common consent 
given to any man who could by reason of his superior 
ability as a marksman, be able to cover his antagonist 
in a fraction of a second, thus earning the advantage 
of what, in the parlance of the great plains, Is known 
as the “drop.” 

The drop is what the gun fighter worked for and 
figured for from the moment he strapped ona pair of 
.44 caliber Colts until he was laid out with his boots on 
owing to baving failed to pull his gun before the other 
man, 

Careful adjustment of belt and holster, the free, easy 
slide of the gun in and out, s0 that there was no pos- 
sibility of a stick or hang when In the act of drawing 
were matters of constant care and study, and practice 
enabled the gun fighter to pull his gun and bring it on 
the subject with action almost quicker than the eye. 
So expert were the shooters of the frontier that to an 
onlooker it seemed that the gun fairly leaped to the 
swiftly dropped hand, when, with a few flashes of fire 
and a series of sharp cracks, all was over but the clear- 
ing away of the smoke and the carrying out of the 
dead, 

When the author of the sensational novel writes of 
the Western desperado pressing “the cold rim of his 
revolver” against the brow of his enemy heshows how 
little he knows of those about Whom he writes. In 
truth, when a gun fighter prepares to draw he, if close 
to the other man, steps far enough back to allow free- 
dom of action and prevent his 
foe sweeping the gun aside 
while he uses his own weapon. 
The knife fighter will close in 
and rush his man; the gun 
fighter never. 

The average plainsman, cow 
puncher, teamster, miner and 
prospector wears his Coit in a 
holster hanging from his cart- 
ridge belt, worn slack 80 as to 
fall low enough to meet the right 
hand when dropped a little be- 
low the waist. The holster is of 
heavy leather, and when the 
wearer expects trouble it is tied 
down 80 that the act of drawing 
will not pull the case up with 
the gun, but let it spring free 
ready for instant use. 

The dwellers in towns wear the 
pistol or pistols in the hip poc- 
ket, out of sight, or in the waist 
bands, Just under the waistcoat, 
A third and deadly way is a hol- 
ster suspended under the left 
arm and beld in place by straps 
over the shoulder and around 
the chest. This enables the 
wearer to pull without reaching 
for the hip and is considered the 
quickest method, after the belt 
holster. 

The Derringer carrier usually 
has a gun in each outside pocket 
of bis coat, and for quick work 
shoots through the garment 
without taking time enough to 
get the gun clear of the pocket, 
This plan is deadly tor short 
range, but unavailable at a dis- 
tance of afew yards, 

Since man killing and conse- 
quently man hunting became a 
trade the quick pull ad- 
vanced from the saddle holster 
of the olden time to the present 
method, which cannot be sur- 
passed for deadly rapidity. 

After the days of '49 the bad

man multiplied rapidly and She is 
spread over the newly settled 
West.

newly opened trail. His occupation was barkeeper, 
gambler, dive keeper or rustler, and often he for a time 
would become attached to some ranch outfit and lead a 
peaceful life until some row caused him to cut a new 
notch in the butt of his gun and change the scene of 
action, » 

The bad man of the Western camp is not a hold-up,

rustier, stage or train robber, but just simply a 
man to fool with, seldom seeking trouble, but 
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a Soubrette who is 


killing his man when trouble comes, He is frequently 
selected for marshal, eherift or deputy in a tough camp, 
and then turns bis attention to the killing of other bud 
men, 

By far the most celebrated of this type was Wild Bill 
a character in the history of our West without a 
paratel in the history of the world—brave as a lion, 
true as steel,a man of his word under all conditions 
and the quickest pistol shot the world ever knew. 
James B, Hickok, or Wild’ Bill, was born in La Salle 
County, [llinols, in 1837, of Vermont parentage. He 
went to Kansas an! shortly after joined a train for the 
Pacific Coast, only to settle down later at Rock Creek, 
about fifty miles West of Topeka, as the superinten- 
dentof the Overland Stage Com pany’s interests. While 
there Wild Bill was driven into the first and most des- 
perate fight of his life. In 1861 a gang of marauders, 
headed by Jim and Jack Mc“andlas, who had terror- 
ized that part of the country for years and committed 
a score of murders and robberies and whose strength 
was such that no police officer dared to attempt their 
arrest, established their headquarters a few miles West 
of Rock Creek and began collecting men and stolen 
horses for the Confederate service. 

The morning of the day of the battle Jim McCandlas, 
with four of his men, rode into camp, and meeting Bill, 
tried to induced him to enter the Confederate service 
and turn over the company’s horses tohim, Wild Bill 
promptly bade him to go where it is hotter than West- 
ern Kansas and added that if he did any fighting it 
would be on the side of the Union. McCandlas ordered 
him to have the horses ready for delivery upon his re- 
turn, adding that if he failed to do so there would be a 
dead agent at Rock Creek and the company would 
want another man, McCandlas rode away and Bill 
thought no more of the matter until about 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, when he saw McCandlas returning with 
his brother and eight other men. As they came riding 
up the road Bill withdrew to the house, or dugout, oc- 
cupied by himself and his single partner, Doc Mills,

very, Popular in the South. 
who had gone down the creek to shoot some quail. The 
dugout was built against the side of a bill and had but 


one door and one sinall window. The interior was a 
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long, low room, divided Into kitchen and sleeping room 
by an army blanket. 

McCandias rode up to the door and ordered Bill to 
come out and turn over the horses. Receiving an iIn- 
suiting reply, the party left their horses and began an 
onslaught on the door with a log, which they used asa 
battering ram. Bill stood behind the blanket, rifle in 
hand, with a revolver and large bowie knife lying on 
the table in front of him. It required but a few strokes 
to break down the door, and the gang, beaded by Jim 
McCandlas, rushed in. The old Yager rifle cracked 
and the leader fell with a hole the size of a silver dej- 
lar through bis body. Bill then picked up the revolver 
and knife, shooting three of his assailants before the 
party reached him, when ensued a scene beyond des- 
cription. The pack rushed the lone fighter and bore 
him to the table, where he cut down two more men, 
when Jack McCandlas leaped upon him with a dirk, 
but before be could use it Bill by a rare stroke of luck 
brought the muzzle of his pistol over the desperado'’s 
heart and fired. The knife in his hand dropped and he 
fell forward over Bill and then to the floor. There 
was but little light in the room,and the number of 
Bill's enemies protected him in a measure. Six of them 
were now killed and two others, badly wounded, began 
to retreat. 

Although bleeding from a score of wounds, Wild 
Bill now pressed the fighting. Two unhurt men sprang 
into their saddles and fled, while the two wounded men 
ran down the hill. One, so badly cut that he could 
go no further, fell ut the roots of a large: tree, 
when Doc Mills came running up and was met by Bill, 
who grabbed his shotgun and blew the fallen man’s 
brains out. The other man eluded him and reached 
Manhattan, a small station, where he died a few days 
later, but not until he had related the story of the fight. 

Wild Bill fainted from loss of blood when the over- 
land stage arrived and he was carried into the house, 
where he was treated by Doc Mills and Captain E. W. 
Kingsberry, of the United States Army, a passenger on 
the coach, who, with the other passengers, saw the 
bodies of the men Bill had killed, and with the other 
witnesses, vouches for a story more like the exploits of 
one of Alexander Dumas’ heroes than what might be 
expected on our Western plains, 

Wild Bill was found to be suffering from seven gun- 
shot wounds, a dozen knife cuts and a fractured skull, 
but he recovered fully, and as scout, marshaland guard 
killed more than 100 of the worst characters of those 
troublous times, only to be shot in the back by a 
cowardly ruffian at Deadwood on August 2, 1876, 

Many other bad men have ever been considered the 
greatest civilizing agents of the tough camps they ruled 
and held in check the desperadoes who feared their 
deadly aim and iron nerve. Dead shots called bad men 
were employed in the early days as treasure riders, ex- 
press guards and messengers, mine bosses and guard 
and in other posts of great danger where only men of 
reputation as killers could succeed even for a short 
time, Fighting was their trade and many of them fell 
riddled with the bullets of those who sought to rob or 
kill their employers or their agents. 

The step from the bad man who was bad for the 
good of his fellow man to the bad man whois, in the 
parlance of the scene of his exploits, ‘just naturally 
bad,” is a short one, and the desperado against whom 
every hand is raised, when the owner dare raise it, out- 
numbers the “good of the community’’ bad man one 
hundred to one, In the early days in the Far and Mid- 
dle West he was everywhere, and the greater safety the 
country enjoyed and the real reason he did not thrive 
and multiply was his inordinate vanity, which almost 
invariably led to bis undoing, as he would brook no 
rival, and the impromptu duels of the early camps re- 
duced the numerical strength of the bad man when- 
ever and wherever they occurred. 

Among the first, if not the first, of the desperadoes of 
the Golden State was Joaquin Murieta, often called the 
Mexican Bandit, who by historians has been described 
asabraveand handsome youth in the year '50, and 
who eloped with a beautiful Mexican girl and found 
refuge in Los Angeles, where be was driven to out- 
lawry by American miners on account of his being a 
Mexican. This is vigorously denied by early Cali- 
fornians, The real cause of his evil career isunknown, 
but once began he was as merciless as a hyena. He tied 
men to trees and left them to perish in the then unfre- 
quented forests; he raided towns and spared neither 
age nor sex; be raided Chinese mining camps, and on 
one occasion cut the throats of eleven Chinese ina 
camp near Sutter Creek. His desperate rush intoa 
crowded street of a mining town to rescue his brother 
was a rare exbibition of courage, and many Other acts 
of kindred hardihood are related of him by the old 
rettlers of Calaveras county. He was naturally cruel 
and thoroughly criminal and without a single trait to 
raise him above the plane of complete depravity, and 
yet he has been made a hero and martyr by those who 
know not what they write of. He was killed by a party 
sent in pursuit of his band in 1853, His head, preseryed 
in alcohol, was exhibited for the benefit of his captors, 
and after being identified by his sister the reward 
offered for his capture was paid, but there are those 
who think he still roams Mexico and that the head 
was that of one of his band who closely resembled him. 

Killers without number became celebrated and were 
wiped out by the vigilantes or hastily gathered parties 
arranged lor their suppression. . Geronimo Buldon 
was one of the same type as Murieta, and his head is 
now in San Francisco, while his body has long since 
been absorbed by. coyotes. Billy the Kid and the 
Apache Kid were two distinct persons. The former in 
early life roamed the streets of Silver City. He was 
thecompanion of Jesse Evans. His mother, a strik- 
ingly handsome woman, was insulted on the street. 
law. Henever knew feur, and with Evans began a 
campaign against the Apaches, which soon included 
the white settlers, and later any and all who could be 
despoiied, After becoming the leader of a band of des- 
peradoes who terrorized the country for several years 
he was finally killed by Pat A. Garrett, a famous man 
hunter and frontier sheriff. 

The Apache Kid was an Indian outlaw, and as such 
has no place in the record of American bad men, ex. 
cept for the purpose of identification. Black Bart and 
Smiling Williams were early day stage robbers; Dyna- 
mite Dick, a Southwestern desperado, was a perfect 
type of the desperate gun fighter, and when run to 
earth by nine United States marshals in the cabin of a 
friend. Sid Williams, he proved that if he was a bad 


lot he “sure was a fighter in the open,” for when 
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his wife and two kids over in one corner of the shack,

me,” as he opened fired on the group of officers. He 
got four of them before they gave him a volley that 
sent him over the big divide. 

Big Jim Carter was one of the most noted fighters of 
the Sagebrush State,and one of the few who died 
peacefully in bed. Bill Cook, the Indian Territory out- 
law, the James and Younger brothers and numerous 
others of the more modern hold up men are ail of too 
recent date to be considered. The low vulgar tough of 
the city, the ambush fighters of the Southern mountain 
feudist class, the Indian bred to kill and torture, the 
safe and express robber are all excluded from the 
historical bad man class, as they have seldom shown 
the nerve and skill respected the world over and 
singularly prominent in the shooter. 

The brave plainsman and his associates will have 
none of the new automatic repeating revolvers or 
magazine guns, The old fashioned Cdlt .44 or .45 
caliber single action gun was for many years the only 
weapon considered worthy of being “toted” by a 
killer. Gradually the double action or self-cocker 
came into use and is now quite generally carried. 
The cow puncher’s most highly prized possession is an 
ivory handled Colt, and while many other makers 
have striven for the favor of the West, none bave in 
any marked degree succeeded. 

Inthe Carolina and Tennessee mountains the old 
powder, ball and percussion cap revolver is still in 
general use, as, with plenty of powder and lead, one 
can never run out of cartridges. Colt is frequently called 
and believed to be the inventor of the revolver. The 
first American revolver was either a Sharp four 
shooter or the Allen pepper box. It cannot be decided 
which was first made, owing to the fact that arms of 
that period were rarely stamped with the date of 
manufacture. 

In the earliest weapons the cylinders or barrels were 
revolved by hand, and those crude weapons possessed 
little advantage over the single shooting gun. The 
American made revolver of to-day is probably the 
greatest civilizing agent in existence, but in the Far 
East one must be sure he gets the real thing. In 
China one can purchase Colt revolvers and Winchester 
rifles made by the Chinese, exact duplicates of the real 
thing, even to the name stamped on the metal, but 
made of the cheapest materials, and consequently 
deadly at either end. 

The “bad man” can be found in but few localities 
now. The gold cemps of Australia and South -Africa 
never knew him. He is typical!y American, and, with 
the buffalo and the Indian, very rapidly becoming ex- 
tinct. Long after he has ceased to exist, be will figure 
in the pages of history and romance as the highest type 
of dare-devil courage, skill and endurance known to 
man.

McGovern opened upa gash over Britt’s right eye 
with a left hook in the second round and in each suc- 
ceeding round the cut was reopened with jabs or hooks, 
Britt was bleeding from the nose and McGovern’s right 
eye was puffed up at the end of the sixth round, It 
was a hurricane fight all the way through and McGov- 
ern had the upper hand in every round but one after 
the opening round, in which honors were pretty even.

| Jurisdiction, and the outlook for # profitable season for 


the promoters is very unsatisfactory. The latter them- 
Higgins’ inter- 
ference. For several months clubs of greater or less 
prominence and more or less worthy of support have 
been holding sessions, assessing all comers, and in a 
general way keeping within the law while they pro- 
moted the art of self<iefense. There was little thought 
of magisterial interference. The prevailing idea was 
that no harm was being done, that three and six-round 
bouts merely gave the contestants a chance to test each 
other’s mettie and onlookers an opportunity to witness 
a sport in which most red-blooded men are interested. 

Then came the big club, the club organized to make a 
killing at one fell swoop and carry off the money in 
bales, This club could not be satisfied with a conven- 
tional programme that would have caused no flutter 
and stimulated no extra demand for tickets. There 
must be a real go between noted puzgilists for large 
stakes and they must give patrons a long run for their 
money. It was a memorable event, memorable be- 
cause it showed that Terry the Terrible had rounded 
into form again, and memorable because it was prob- 
ably the last boxing match New Yorkers will have a 
chance to see in their own Garden for a long time to 
come. 

In trying to corner the situation the high-class pro- 
moters, so-called, have bungled the job. 

Until the recent Britt-McGovern battle these boxing 
bouts at the incorporated clubs were supposed to be for 
the advancement of athletics. When a man appeared 
to box who bad a reputation as a boxer it always was 
supposed to be simply as an incentive,or as an in- 
struction for young men who were anxious to learn 
how to defend themselves with their ‘muscles and 
not with the revolver. 

It is claimed by these legitimaie club incorporators 
that these boxing bouts have been advantageous, In 
no instance, as the police reports will show, has any 
man been hurt. There have been instances where men 
have got bloody noses, black eyes and on one or two 
occasions men have been knocked out, but no man 
bas ever been hurt. 

It remained for Pat Powers and” Harry Pollok, two 
well-known promoters, to attract the attention of the 
Governor of the State to the fact that prize fighting 
was legal in New York. 

In the little bouts it was claimed by the men who 
controlled the small athletic clubs that there was 
nothing which was contrary tothe law. Powers and 
Pollok came along with an idea of making money 
from gate receipts. They announced that Terry Mc- 
Govern and Jimmy Britt would box, This contest 
was pulled off and the promoters of the mill 
attempted to show that they had a charter from 
an old athletic club. The principals and the men who 
were back of the principals and the manager of the 
club, were arrested. It is claimed by the regularly in- 
corporated clubs that no trouble would have resulted 
had they not attempted to box two men who had no 
interest in the club whacever and who fought or boxed 
when the eyes of the world were on twonien who 
were world-known pugilists. 

District-Attorney Jerome has been present at more 
than one of the boxing bouts in one of the regular clubs. 
He has seen the boxing and he has cheered the men. 
He has been an advocate of boxing from the night he 
saw the first exhibition in the Hamilton Athletic Club. 

The District-Atuorney applauded the boxers. He 
then saw young chaps go into rings fighting friendly 
matches and coming out of them smiling and with not 
so much as a bruise or a cut,and Mr. Jerome came to 
the conclusion that the boxing clubs were beneficial 
instead of harmful. Sheriff Hayes also has been an 
attendant at fights. 

Of course an application for an injunction to restrain 
the sheriff from interfering with the bouts will be made 
to the Courts, butin the face of the provisions of the 
Lewis law which prohibits two men from boxing in 
public where any fee of any kind is charged I don’t see 
what chance there is of an injunction being granted.

DONOHUE AND SAYRES DRAW. 


The excellence of the bill at the National A. C., 
Philadelphia, on May 26, was deserving of a much bet- 
ter house. In the main bout Maurice Sayres, of Milwau- 
kee, met Young Donohue, of Boston, and a fast 
and rattling bout resulted. They commenced in 
lively fashion, exchanging hard rights to the body in 
the first round and mixing it at close quarters nearly all 
the way. They were still at it when the bell rang, and 
they had to be sepnrated, In the second: round Dono- 
hue pushed his left to the face several times without a 
return. They went to aclinch and both played for the 
body and breaking away they exchanged hard rights 
to the wind. The next two rounds were fairly even, 
some warm exchanges to the face and body being wit- 
nessed, They frequently went to a clinch when each 
would send in some telling blows to the body. They 
locked horns in the fifth round mixing it for nearly a 
minute. Donohue jabbed his left to the face, but 
Sayres forced it all through the round. In this round 
Donohue hurt his left ankle, but he was able to re- 
sume the last round when both boys fought very fast, 
engacing in hard exchanges all the time. It was a 
draw.
